Those 
were the words of Tom Renahan, chairman of the committee 
to choose Greenbelt’s Outstanding Citizen for 1989, explain¬ 
ing the tradition, established some years ago, to hold till 
the last name of the winner. “Those of you who know 
this citizen might identify the winner,” Renahan said, 
“without a name or even an organization or activity being 
mentioned.”

At its August 7 regular 
meeting, the Greenbelt City 
Council, at the request of the 
Coalition of Greenbelt East 
Communities, set a goal to 
complete the development of 
Schrom Hills Park within 
two years. However, City 
Manager James K. Giese 
cautioned that development 
of the pond area may be de¬ 
layed beyond that time. The 
city is still trying to determ¬ 
ine whether it will be per¬ 
mitted to construct the pond 
under state and federal wet¬ 
lands regulations. 

In another parks related mat¬ 
ter, council directed staff to pre¬ 
pare a request for proposals for 
a professional planner to pre¬ 
pare a Master Plan for the lake 
park. This consultant would serve 
the same function as consultants 
hired earlier to develop, with 
community participation, the 
Schrom Hills Park Master Plan. 

City Planning and Develop¬ 
ment Coordinator Celia Wilson, 
f.i written comments, argued that 
an outside consultant was not 
needed for the lake park. Unl*ke 
Schrom Hills, she said, the park s 
“use and theme” are well de¬ 
veloped. She said that the great¬ 
est unresolved issue is how much 
more development should be add¬ 
ed to the park, such as rest¬ 
rooms, additional parking, more 
picnic and plan facilities. Wil« ( n 
noted that these facilities will 
encourage increased use of the 
park, leading to congestion and 
possibly increased activity in 
the Lakeside area. 

Since the issues are well de 
fined, Wilson did not believe that 
the hiring of an outside consult¬ 
ant would bring the same bene¬ 
fits as in the Schrom Hills Park 
development. 

However, the council members 
argued that the consultant would 
serve as a facilitator and lead 
to the completion of this pro- 
ject. 

As part of the consent agenda, 
council directed staff to develop

a city-wide park master plan. 
As part of this work, the Mary¬ 
land National Park and Planning 
Commission has agreed to per¬ 
form a needs assessment for city 
park and recreation facilities. In 
addition, a “Greenbelt Land Sur¬ 
vey,” listing and prioritizing 
potential land for city park ac¬ 
quisition will be needed. A sec¬ 
ond consent agenda item directed 
staff to prepare maintenance 
guidelines for all city parks. 

Petitions and Requests 

Council referred a petition 
from the Housing Committee of 
the Greenbelt Consumer Coop¬ 
erative to staff for comment. The 
committee renewed its request 
for a low-cost lease of city prop¬ 
erty upon which to build a lim¬ 
ited equity cooperative apart¬ 
ment building for seniors. Par¬ 
cel 12, next to Greenbelt Lake* 
is the group f s favored spot, but 
they would also consider a por¬ 
tion of Parcel 2, across from the 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. offices. 

Council also referred to staff 
for comment a request by the 
Greenbelt East Advisory Com¬ 
mittee. GEAC expressed concern 
about the effect of development 
on traffic in the eastern part of 
the city and requested updated 
traffic counts at the intersections 
of Hanover Parkway and the 
Greenway Center entrance, Han¬ 
over Parkway and Greenbelt 
Road, Greenbelt Road and the 
Greenway Center entrance and 
Greenbelt Road and Southway 
Road. 

Council also received a request 
from Sheldon Goldberg to look 
into better markings to ensure 
handicapped access to Greenway 
Center. He said that cars were 
parking at the Safeway loading 
zone, blocking access to the en¬ 
trance ramp. Keith Chernikoff 
requested better enforcement of 
the no bicycling rules at Roose¬ 
velt Center. 

Legislation 

Council approved an ordinance 
financing improvements to pri¬ 
vately owned sidewalks at Roose¬ 
velt Center by- a special assess¬ 
ment against the property own¬ 
ers. A second resolution, intro-

duced for first reading, requests 
that the state Department of 
Housing and Community Devel¬ 
opment designate a portion of 
the Roosevelt Center as eligible 
for a state revitalization loan 
program. 

Several pay issues were ad¬ 
dressed as council approved leg¬ 
islation setting pay for election 
judges and clerks at $125 and 
$100 respectively. A Charter 
Amendment Resolution raising 
the mayor's pay to $6,000 per 
year and council members to 
$5,000 was introduced for first 
reading. This increase will not 
take effect until after a new 
council is elected in November. 

A Citizens Task Force on Ref¬ 
use Collection Procedures and 
Recycling was formally created 
by legislation approved at this 
meeting. The task force will con¬ 
sist of four members of Green¬ 
belt Homes, Inc. one each from 
Lakeside, Boxwood, Lakewood 
and Woodland Hills and two 
members from areas not served 
by city refuse collection. The 
group will evaluate current pro¬ 
cedures and alternatives, and de¬ 
velop ways to meet state and 
county mandates for increased 
recycling. 

Other legislation introduced for 
first reading at this meeting 
would establish an eleven mem¬ 
ber community center task force 
including one member each from 
the Advisory Planning Board, 
Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board, Community Relations Ad¬ 
visory Board, Arts Advisory 
Committee and the Senior Citi¬ 
zens Task Force. Six citizen 
members, including some with

A 22-member delegation from 
Ziguinchor, Senegal marched in 
the Labor Day Parade this year 
and visited the festival after¬ 
ward. 

Ziguinchor, Senegal and Prince 
Georges County signed a formal 
agreement initiating their sister- 
county relationship on Febru¬ 
ary 5, 1987. The objective was to 
bridge the cultural, economic 
and educational interests of both 
jurisdictions. 

In March 1987, County Execu¬ 
tive Glendening led a delegation 
oi Prince Georgians to Ziguin¬ 
chor in one of the first visits 
under the sister-county agree¬ 
ment. Six months later, a 21- 
member Senegalese delegation 
made a reciprocal visit to Prince 
Georges County. 

The current tour is being co¬ 
ordinated by the County s Sene¬ 
gal Friendship Committee. Com¬ 
mittee members and other counts 
residents will serve as hosts and 
open their homes to delegation 
members during the visit. The 
committee is providing home 
hosts to enliven people to people 
exchanges and to further the 
goals of sister-county relations.

backgrounds in architecture and 
historic preservation and some 
business representatives would 
complete the group. 

Other Actions 

At an earlier meeting, council 
had received a petition from 
Bruce Bowman asking that the 
gate at the Research Road en¬ 
trance into the Beltsville Agri¬ 
cultural Research Center be left 
open at all hours. The city has 
received a letter from K. D. Mur¬ 
rell, Acting Director of BARC, 
stating that the gate is still need¬ 
ed to curb vandalism. In addition, 
approximately 31 Research Road 
residents, by letter or petition 
to council, opposed extending 
the open hours of the gate. 
Council unanimously approved 
the staff recommendation to for¬ 
ward Murrell's letter to Bow¬ 
man but to take no position on 
the matter. 

Council went on record against 
the proposed transfer of the 
county school bus lot to the ad¬ 
jacent Beltway Plaza in exchange 
for property in College Park. 

Council member Thomas X. 


White, citing concerns about pe¬ 
destrian safety, requested con¬ 
sideration of a four-way stop 
at the intersection of Crescent 
and Gardenway Roads. Rick 
Meetre supported this request, 
saying that there is little visi¬ 
bility for cars turning onto Cres¬ 
cent from Centerwa^, due to 
Crescent's curve. Further, he 
said that the underpass is not 
a good alternative since it is not 
lighted and pedestrians in the 
tunnel are not visible from sur¬ 
rounding areas. He said the un¬ 
derpass “unnerves me” and that 
he has told his children not to 
use it.
